The start of Week 4 on the NDP 
campaign was a bit like a 
wedding: something old and 
something new. 

The “something old” was 
leader Jack Layton’s pledging 
yesterday afternoon as he 
campaigned in Bridgewater to 
introduce changes to the Crimi¬ 
nal Code that would increase 
penalties for those convicted of 
abusing seniors. 

What was new was the sugges¬ 
tion Layton’s surgically repaired 
hip might, in fact, be even newer 
than he’d previously admitted. 

During a visit to a bicycle shop 
in St. John’s on Saturday, Layton’s 
sister Nancy touched off a storm 
of speculation when she told the 
shopkeeper — mistakenly, it 
turned out — her brother had 
undergone a hip replacement. 

Layton, who has been dogged 
by questions about his health 
almost from the outset of the 
campaign, tried to set the record 
straight. 

“It’s not a hip replacement,” 
he said yesterday in Halifax, 
chalking up his sister’s mistake 
to “inter-family confusion.”

Egg-laying hens are still not 
a good idea on the peninsu¬ 
la, according to a staff re¬ 
port. 

HRM staff held a public 
consultation, conducted 
surveys and researched the 
issue of urban chickens, 
and delivered a report to 
the District 12 planning ad¬ 
visory committee. 

Due to humane reasons, 


staff recommend keeping 
the bylaw in place, which 
prohibits backyard chick¬ 
ens. 

“As with all animals, 
high-quality care and hu¬ 
mane treatment of back¬ 
yard laying hens is of great 
importance,” reads the re¬ 
port.

mice love chicken feed, and 
the manure, if not properly 
cleaned, is veiy smelly. 
Chickens also represent a 
public-health concern be¬ 


cause they are susceptible 
to several diseases. 

According to the staff re¬ 
port, it would make sense 
to allow chicken ownership 
if certain standards were 
applied such as proper coop 
design and basic care, but 
there is no provincial legis¬ 
lation that would allow the 
municipality to enforce 
such rules. 


“I understand why, be¬ 
cause they’re talking about 
the humane part of having 
any kind of animal as a pet 
or even a chicken,” said 
Coun. Dawn Sloane. 

Staff held a public infor¬ 
mation session in Februaiy 
and conducted a survey. Of 
those surveyed, 84 per cent 
believed hens should be

government’s Achilles heel. 
The party is currently air¬

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Deadly tornadoes hit U.S. 


O At least 45 dead after 62 twisters slam six states 
O Worst storm since 1984 when 22 tornadoes killed 57 


A devastating storm system 
spawned dozens of torna¬ 
does as it barreled from 
Oklahoma to North Caroli¬ 
na, decimating communi¬ 
ties in six states and leaving 
at least 45 people dead in 
its wake. 

Emergency crews 

searched for victims yester¬ 
day in hard-hit swaths of 
North Carolina, where 62 
tornadoes were reported 
the night before from the 
worst spring storm in two 
decades to hit the state. 
Eleven people were con¬ 
firmed dead in Bertie Coun¬ 
ty, Zee Lamb, a county 
manager, said. 

Another four were con¬ 
firmed dead in southeast¬ 
ern Bladen County, 
bringing the state’s death 


toll to at least 21. 

Daybreak brought news 
of a horrific death toll in 
Bertie County, about 210 
kilometres east of Raleigh. 

The tornado moved 
through about 7 p.m. Satur¬ 
day, sweeping homes from 
their foundations, demol¬ 
ishing others, and flipping 
cars on tiny rural roads be¬ 
tween Aslcewville and Col- 
erain, Lamb said. 

At least three of those 
who died were from the 
same family, he said. 

One of the volunteers 
who scoured the rubble 
was an Iraq war veteran 
who told Lamb he was 
stunned by what he saw. 

“He did two tours of duty 
in Iraq and the scene was 
worse than he ever saw in 


Iraq — that’s pretty devas¬ 
tating,” Lamb said. 

“There were several cas¬ 
es of houses being totally 
demolished except for one 
room, and that’s where the 
people were,” he said. 
“They survived. Pretty dev¬ 
astating.” 

In Virginia, Department 
of Emergency Management 
spokesman Bob Spielden- 
ner said one apparent tor¬ 
nado ripped across more 
than 12 miles through 
Gloucester County, uproot¬ 
ing trees and pounding 
homes to rubble while 
claiming three lives. 
Spieldenner said two others 
were killed when a vehicle 
ran into flash flooding near 
Waynesboro.

O Canadians say they want low prices, but they don’t 
go to nearly the length Americans do to score a deal 


With a loonie worth more 
than a U.S. dollar, bargains 
abound for Canadian shop¬ 
pers who hit the stores 
south of the border. 

The reasons for the price 
difference defy easy expla¬ 
nation. But some suggest 
an unwillingness of Canadi¬ 
ans to spend the same time 
as Americans to hunt for a 
bargain may contribute to 
the gap. 

“Shopping seems to be a 
very big part of what goes 
on in the U.S. People go 
down to Florida, to Geor¬ 
gia, to the southern U.S. 
and one of the activities 
that you do there are tours 
going to outlet malls,” says 
David Soberman, a market¬

Soberman suggests that 
if Canadians want bargains, 
they must change their 
shopping habits, do their 
research and “patronize 
the store that has the low¬ 
est price.” 

Michael Mulvey, market¬ 
ing professor at the Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa, says the 
larger middle class in Cana¬ 
da may also play a role in 
the price gap.

O i4i to fight Microsoft over patent infringement in 
U.S. Supreme Court O Represents future of patent law 



A battle between a small 
Canadian company and 
software giant Microsoft is 
going to the U.S. Supreme 
Court today in a case that 
could challenge how 
patent laws protect exclu¬ 
sive technology. 

Toronto-based i4i has 
been fighting Microsoft in a 
multimillion-dollar patent 
infringement suit since 
2007. Two lower U.S. courts 
have ruled that Microsoft 
used i4i’s technology in 
some versions of its Word 
software program, with a 
Texas jury awarding the 
company US$290 million 
in damages in 2009. 

But Microsoft has 
fought the ruling, and is 
expected to challenge cur¬ 
rent standards for over¬ 


turning patents. 

Loudon Owen, chair¬ 
man of i4i, wants the court 
to uphold U.S. patent laws, 
which he said require 
“clear and convincing” evi¬ 
dence for overturning a 
patent. He believes that ex¬ 
clusive intellectual proper¬ 
ty needs to be protected 


for others to use. 

“The patent you’re 
granted has very little 
meaning if it’s not enforce¬ 
able. Why have a patent if 
it’s useless?” he said.

Poltoralc said the case is 
epic for the future of U.S.

China 

increases 

reserves 


China’s central bank yes¬ 
terday ordered most of the 
country’s banks to raise 
the amount of money they 
hold in reserve in yet an¬ 
other move by Beijing to 
tamp down inflationary 
pressures. 

The People’s Bank of Chi¬ 
na said in a notice on its 
website that the deposit re¬ 
serve requirement ratio for 
most banks will be raised 
0.5 per cent starting Thurs¬ 
day. That means large finan¬ 
cial institutions will have to 
keep 20.5 per cent of their 
deposits in reserve. 

This is China’s fourth re¬ 
serve increase this year. In¬ 
flation in the world’s 
second-largest economy 
surged to a 32-month high 
of 5.4 per cent in March. 

Inflation, especially in 
food prices, is considered 
dangerous by China’s lead¬ 
ers because it erodes eco¬ 
nomic gains.

Is it just me and my Facebook friends or is 
Stephen Harper in deeper doo-doo than we 
know? 

I will acknowledge — before someone else does — 
that I am of the artsy, progressive-left-when-it- 
suits-my-personal-interests persuasion, so it’s no 
surprise many of my friends are fellow travellers. 
I live in a federal NDP riding in a province 
governed, for the moment, by the NDP. But I have 
plenty of Facebook friends — Facebook being 
Facebook — who are Tories, including a few current 
federal candidates, and many more of no, or no 
known affiliation. 

Which is why I find our first full-on Facebook fed¬ 
eral election so intriguing. 

Many Canadians are using social media to get, 
share and comment on campaign news. Mainstream 
news stories, YouTube videos, online petitions, Twit¬ 
ter posts, fan pages all rocket around the social media 
echo chamber with dazzling speed. 

Much of it is do-good, get-out-the-vote stuff — the 
clever Rick Mercer rant, the dog’s breakfast of I- 
pledge-to-vote pages — or partisan postings re-posted 
by more partisans. 

But Facebook — my Facebook, at least — seems 
dominated by one overweening theme: Get rid of 
Stephen Harper. 

Eveiy time I open Facebook, a few more friends 
have changed their profile pictures to anti-Harper im¬ 
ages. 

Stephen Harper is both polarizing and galvanizing, 
which makes him a perfect Facebook organizing foil. 

There are dozens of anti-Harper pages: “Canadians 
Rallying to Unseat Stephen Harper,” “Vote No Confi¬ 
dence in Stephen Harper,” “Get Stephen Harper Out 
of Office,” etc. 

There’s even one entitled “Can This Onion Ring 
Get More Fans Than Stephen Harper?” The answer is 
yes: It has 158,170 fans compared with 49,952 for the 
official Stephen Harper page. 

There are links to videos like “The Harper Song: 
‘Steve, It’s Time To Leave’” and strategic voting sites 
like Project Democracy and Catch-22, whose purpose 
is to make sure Stephen Harper doesn’t get his major¬ 
ity or — better — loses power. 

Which means ...? I don’t know. Nothing so far 
seems to have budged Harper’s poll numbers. But 
what do polls tell us about real support for political 
parties when so few of us willingly talk to pollsters 
anymore? 

Perhaps Facebook is the new reality. Here’s hoping.

William & Kate chroni¬ 
cles the early days of the 
couple’s long courtship, in¬ 
cluding their first meet¬ 
ings at the University of St. 
Andrews and later coping 
with the intense media 
scrutiny that comes with 
dating a member of the 
royal family. “I love the 
you no one gets to see but 
me,” the on-screen version 
of Middleton gushes to her 
royal beau. 

Finding actors who look 
anything like the real-life 
happy couple was appar¬ 
ently too much of a chal¬ 
lenge, as stars Camilla 
Luddington and Nico 
E vers-S winded’s similari¬ 



ties to Kate Middleton and 
Prince William end at 
their height difference and 
hair colour — though even 
here, Evers-Swindell has a 
bit too much going on, re¬ 
sembling more a ginger 
version of Twilight star 
Robert Pattinson than the 
thinning-haired second-in¬ 
line to the British throne. 

The actors aren’t the on¬ 
ly ones straining to pass 
themselves off as their 
British counterparts: The 
Lifetime movie was filmed 
entirely in Los Angeles. 
Scenes at St. Andrews were 


actually shot on UCLA’s 
sunny Westwood, Calif., 
campus, as the university’s 
grounds were some of the 
few places in the area that 
looked “old” enough to 
pass for the 600-year-old 
school. 

Resemblance issues 
aside, Luddington and 
Evers-Swindell certainly 
aren’t short on enthusi¬ 
asm. “Lifetime viewers are 
going to get a great love 
story,” Luddington says of 
the movie. “If you’re ro¬ 
mantic at heart, you’re go¬ 
ing to love it.” 


Lifetime is also debut¬ 
ing a six-part documen¬ 
tary, Royal Wedding of a 
Lifetime, prior to the big 
nuptials at Westminster 
Abbey. 

Another U.S. cable net¬ 
work, the Hallmark Chan¬ 
nel, is also getting in on 
royal action, with their 
own film about the couple, 
William & Kate: a Love Sto- 
ly, that won’t debut until 
August. Perhaps the longer 
lead time will allow them 
to find actors with more of 
a resemblance to the real 
William and Kate. 


Not the 
first 

royal TV 
movie 


Prince William is the 
latest Royal to get the 
made-for-TV treatment, 
but he’s certainly not the 
first. In fact, his parents’ 
wedding was chronicled in 
not one but two films — 
and one even spawned a 
not-too-pleasant sequel.

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Recalling Nirvana 

O Dave Grohl ready to embrace his Nirvana days once again O New Foo 
Fighters album features contributions from key members of Grohl’s past 



Tiy as he might, it’s been 
near impossible for Dave 
Grohl to convince some 
critics and music fans that 
his legacy as a songwriter is 
worth more than his years 
drumming for the seminal 
band Nirvana. 

Never mind that it’s 
been 17 long years since 
the death of grunge icon 
Kurt Cobain, and that Grohl 
has penned hit after hit. 

From the Foo Fighters 
first major single This Is a 
Call to alternative radio sta¬ 
ples Best of You, All My Life, 
Monkey Wrench, My Hero 
and Everlong, few other 
bands have been as com¬ 
mercially popular and pro¬ 
lific. 

In fact, the Foo Fighters 
have grown so big that 
Grohl jokes he’s now con¬ 
sidered just about as uncool 
as it gets in the rock uni¬ 
verse, at least among cyni¬ 
cal hipster types. 

“You meet kids in 
younger underground rock 
bands and I’m like Bon Jovi 
to those people,” Grohl, 42, 
laughed during an inter¬ 
view this week in Toronto. 

So it’s somewhat surpris¬ 
ing that Grohl has decided 
to unabashedly reflect on 
his Nirvana days again, 
both on the new Foo Fight¬ 
ers album Wasting Light 


► Wasting Light doesn’t devi¬ 
ate much from the Foo 
Fighters' winning formula 
of hooky, straightforward 
loud rock but what’s differ¬ 
ent this time is the way the 
album was recorded. 

and in the band’s documen¬ 
tary Back And Forth. 

For years, Grohl has 
been waiting for the right 
time to work with some of 
his old Nirvana collabora¬ 
tors again, but until now 
had been too sensitive 
about the idea. 

“It seemed there had to 
be some distance between 
(Nirvana and the Foo Fight¬ 
ers) and for years I’ve really

had to balance that to give 
Nirvana the respect it de¬ 
serves. I wouldn’t be here if 
it weren’t for Nirvana,” 
Grohl said. 

Wasting Light was 
recorded with producer 
Butch Vig, who worked on 
the classic Nevermind, and 
former Nirvana bass player 
Krist Novoselic is seen in 
the documentary playing 
on the track I Should Have 


Known. At the tail end of 
the movie, Vig hypothe¬ 
sizes that the song is about 
the Nirvana days and 
Cobain, which Grohl does¬ 
n’t deny. 

“When I first started 
writing that song it was 
about someone else that I 
was involved with and at 
the end of the day I said to 
myself, I should have 
known that this was going 
to happen,” Grohl explains 
in the movie. 

This week, Grohl said 
enough time has passed 
that he can acknowledge 
his Nirvana history and em¬ 
brace it. 

“You just have to kind of 
shut off that switch that 
keeps you concerned about 
what other people think,” 
he said, the Canadian press

O Baked goods for the Jewish holiday must be made without flour O This Honey Coconut Cake employs alternatives 


To be suitable for Passover, 
baked goods must be made 
without flour. This cake re¬ 
places it with a blend of 
matzo meal and ground 
nuts that then are 
flavoured with honey, co¬ 
conut, orange zest and 
spices. The result is a satis- 
fyingly syrupy-sticky cake 
that is wonderfully deli¬ 
cious. 

Preparation: 


I Heat the oven to 150 C 
(300 F). Coat an 20-cm 
(8-inch) springform pan 
with cooking spray, then 
line the bottom with 
parchment paper.

In the bowl of a food 
processor, pulse togeth¬ 
er the almonds, coconut 
and matzo until the mix¬ 
ture is reduced to coarse 
crumbs. 


3 In the bowl of a stand 
mixer, combine the 
eggs, honey, sugar and 
salt. Beat with the whisk 
attachment on high un¬ 
til very thick, about 7 to 
8 minutes. Stir in the 
zest, cinnamon and car¬ 
damom. Fold the 
coconut and almond 
mixture into the eggs in 
2 batches. Pour the mix¬ 
ture into the prepared 
pan. Bake until a tooth¬ 
pick inserted at the cen¬ 
tre comes out with a few 
moist crumbs, 35 to 40 
minutes. 

While the cake bakes, 
make the syrup. In a 
small saucepan over 
medium-high, combine 
the water, sugar, honey, 
orange juice and 
cardamom. Bring to a 
boil and cook, stirring, 
until the sugar is 
dissolved. Set aside. 


5 When the cake is 

finished baking, use a 
skewer to poke holes 
across the surface of the 
cake. Pour 160 ml ( 2/3 
cup) of syrup over the 
cake. Allow to cool. 

6 To serve, run knife along 
the outside of pan and 
remove sides of the pan. 
Transfer to serving plat¬ 
ter and remove bottom 
of the pan. Peel off the 
parchment paper if it 
doesn't come off. Top 
with toasted coconut 
and serve with extra 
syrup.

RECYCLING IDEAS 
ON VHS MOVIES 

Do you have a suggestion for recycling VHS 
tapes Maureen of Port Moody, B.C 


O h VHS tapes; 
those were 
the days. If 
the ones you 
own are too 
damaged to 

view and hence donate or 
give away, recycling is an 
option. The Recycling 
Council of BC has a great 
website (rcbc.bc.ca) with 
an easy-to-use search en¬ 
gine, or what they call the 
RCBC Recyclepedia. All 
you have to do is select 
the type of material you 
want to recycle, 
“electronic,” then the 
item, “VHS tapes,” and se¬ 
lect the city you live in. 

It’s that simple. 

The bad news from the 
Recycling Council of BC is 
that “VHS and audio cas¬ 
sette tapes are difficult to 
recycle because the 
ribbon of tape cannot be 


recycled, only the plastic 
portion. Some companies 
request that you take the 
ribbon out of the cassette 
before you drop them 
off.” I won’t keep you in 
suspense; the results for 
your area are: London 
Drugs — Green Deal Recy¬ 
cling Program at 
greendeal.ca or Pacific 
Mobile Depots at pacific 
mobiledepots.com.
